SEVERAL SPEECHES HEARD 



Oven 100 business men, the major- 
ity members of the Commercial club, 
set down to an Informal dinner at 
the Palmer House last evening, and 
concluded with one of the moat en- 
thusiastic meetings the organization 
has ever 'held. President H. C. 
Rhodes preHded and a number of 
those present around the boaTd re- 
sponded 10 toasts. A'W of them were 
more or less Impromptu and entirely 
Informal, but the tacts brought out 
■will greatly aid the club In promoting 
the Interests of Padueah. 

80 weH pleased was everybody 
with thie meeting, that by a rising 
vole, || was unanimously decided to 
hold a similar meeting next month 
at the BcKedero hotel. 

The business session followed the 
banquet and then speeches were call- 
ed for. 

County Attorney Allien Darkley 
confined himself principally to the 
uses and purposes of a Commercial 
club and the duty of citizens to rally 
to Its support. 

Senator Campbell Wheeler, whose 
term in the legist-attire acquainted 
hi in with civic needs, declared thai ■ 
•revision of taxes «ci us to en. on rage 
the location of industries in Ken- 
tucky Is urgently needed. He urged 
the club to >oln In the movement to 
secure revision. 

Hon. E. W. Bagby, L. B. Ogllvie. 
J. a. Row and Alderman Earl Pal- 
mer made ringing speeches, full of 
enthusiasm and earnestness In the 
work -of the oiub. 

J. T. Donovan, Iocs; agent for the 
Illinois Central, always happy on 
such occaflons and popular with ev- 
erybody, brought down the house 
with the emphatic declaration that 
Pa dues h Is as well favored as any 
neighboring city in the matter of 
freight rates, and pledged Ms word 
that the HMuoie Central w.lll do any- 
thing to make equitable anythiug 
complained of. 

He mu followed by Superintendent 
Egan. who aald he had Just signed a 
monthly payroll of f 11 8,0-00, and 
that the month's freight business out 
of Paducah amounted' to tMVfcVI. He 
advised tho Commercial club to en- 
courage Industries not atuoclated 
with the lumber business. 

Mr. Johnson urged everybody to 
encourage local industries, especial- 
ly the cigar business. He said 6<>0,- 
OOU are smoked In Paducah every 
mouth* 

Business .Session. 

Mr. Kiinyen, repTefenting an Im- 
portant intrust ry located In Indiana, 
was prevent by invitation and ad- 
dressed the club in relation to locat- 
ing his enterprise in Paducah for the 
manufacture of novelties and bric-a- 
brac. The committee having the 
matter in hand will try and induce 
him to remain In Paducah. 

A communication was read from 
Mr. D. C. Smith, a local mechanic, 
desiring to organize a company to 
manufacture hay presses. This was 
referred 40 Hie IndustrJail committee 
and will meet evejry iiosslble encour- 
agement. 

A lengthy letter was received from 
a Detroit promoter, who Is endeavor- 
ing to organise a company to put the 
local Iron furnace In operation. 

A request received f mm the Na»h- 
vllle board of trade, asking the Com- 
mercial Interests of Paducah to Join 
in a visit to the Panama canal belt.

Professional *»Hd lifters," were 
shown up as novices In the game of 
quenching thirst 011 Sunday in the 
trial this morning of Oa'l Waggoner, 
saloonkee|>er on South Second street, 
for violating the Sunday dosing Ia<w; 
and the power of example was illus- 
trated most forcefully. The testi- 
mony shows that uo liquor w^as sold 
or given away, but four lusty thirsts 
were satisfied, wud were possessed by 
rhe four witnesses who were found 
drinking in the saloon by Patrolmen 
Brennen and Shelby last Sunday 
morning at 14) o'clock. 

Patrolmen Hrennen and Shelby tes- 
tified that when they entered the wi- 
loon these four men were standing at 
the liar drinking beer. Thoy did not 
see any money change hands but the 
barkeeper wias behind the bar. The 
four witnesses agreed upon the same 
line of testimony, asserting that the 
beer w-as neither given nor sold to 
them but that they sfny/.y helped 
themselves on their own Invitation. 
Mr. WaqgOTtf was .11 UM saloon at 
the time and said he could not supply 
their wants but walked over to the 
Ice chest and took a bottle himself. 
Then he walked out and the four wit- 
nesses proceeded to follow his ex- 
ample. After walking behind the 
bar and taking a bottle apiece without 
any protest from the "bwrkeep." they 
Died/ up alongside the bar on :he out- 
side and inveigled themselves Into 
thinking they were getting their 
drinks In the regular fashion. They 
were In this attitude when the patrol- 
men entered. 

Testimony showed that none of the 
four witnesses wiero In the habit of 
going to Waggoner's saloon. Some 
sort of telegraphic connection prob- 
ably directed them to the place, where 
one can drink and not pay for the 
pleasure. No testimony was intro- 
duced to show that the drinks wore 
sold or given away, and the warrant 
was dismissed.. There was no In- 
dignation shown by Mr. Waggoner at 
their conduct. Hon. Hal Corbett de- 
fended Waggoner. /

KhortiT Hours. 

Two schedules for horter hours lu 
the schools were offered by Trustee 
Beckenbach. The first one suggests 
oponlng the schools at 8:30 o'clock 
in the morning and dosing at 1:30 
o'clock in the afternoon with a twenty 
01 thirty minute Intermission for 
uneb. The second one suggests 
opening at 8:45 o'clock letting out 
at 11:45 o'clock for lunch; ojienlng 
at 1:15 o'clock In the afternoon and 
letting out at 3:15 o'clock For the 
primary grades la the second schedulo 
the closing time at noon and In the 
afternoon wvjuld be 15 minutes short- 
er. No action was taken, it being 
the plan as suggested by Mr. Becken- 
bach to have the members of the 
board feel the public pulse on the 
question to Hud what schedulo will bu 
preferable. 

Another change In the schools 
ll Is probable the board will make, 
will be the return to the old plan of 
naving an eighth grade In every 
building and not have a4'l eighth 
grades converging in the Washington 
building as at present. Such a 
change would necessitate more teach- 
ers, and consequently greater expense, 
and expense Is something the board 
will have to consider "before the 
year's end. Money is being expand- 
ed now at the rate of $5,0>00 a month 
and the treasury Is getting low. With- 
out financing for a new building, tho 
board will 1 be fortunate to close the 
year without a deficit. The finance 
report will show something over 
*IL',0<H) in the treasury after Febru- 
ary bl',le and salaries are paid* 

Trustee Beckenbach laid another 
change before the board for a month's 
consideration. In suggesting that tho 
principal of the High school should 
be elected to devote nils whole time 
to the affaire around the bulMiing. 
and not do an/ toanflving now done by 
tha principal. He did not think that 
under the present arrangement, the 
principal does or could give enough 
time to his duties as such.

New York. March 6.— Battling 
Nelson, the pugilist, was a spectator 
at the Thaw trial thla morning. He 
attracted attention. His comment 
was: "Thaw should be given a medal 
for what he done." Assistant District 
Attorney Garvin said Mrs. William 
Thaw, mother or the defendant, 
might not be called to the stand to- 
day. He Intimated Jerome would 
take up much time U cross-examina- 
tion of Dr. Wagser. 

Wsgnor was calloiJL for cross-ex- 
amination. Jerome plunged into tho 
secret of insanity analysis with char- 
acteristic vigor. Dr. Wagner said 
during his testimony thai insane peo- 
ple often tell of persecution when 
they have no knowlodge of right or 
wrong. 

Jerome concluded the cross-exam- 
ination of Wagoner at noon. Just be- 
fore releasing the witness Jerome 
took a new- tart making an effort to 
show that Thw ws Intoxicated when 
he killed White. Wagner, however, 
gave the district attorney no satisfac- 
tion along this Hne. Mrs. William 
Thaw was called as a witness at tha 
fternoon session. 

Thaw Is Insane Now. 
Interest which was aroused in the 
Thaw trial by the announcement that 
Mrs. William Thaw, mother of the de- 
fendant, would take the witness 
stand, was quickly dulled by the 
continued cross-examination of Dr. 
Wagner one of the alienists for tho 
defense by Jerome. Wagner was on 
the stand the entire day and when 
adjournment was announced, the dis- 
trict attorney seemed to have much 
ground yei to cover with the expert. 

Mrs. Thaw was present In the wit- 
ness room waiting to be called, hut 
she may not bo reached before lato 
tomorrow or Thursday. 

Jerome and Justice Clash. 
While decidedly dull in the matter 
of testimony elicited from the wit- 
ness, the session was made notahlo 
by a clash between Jerome and Jus- 
lice Fitzgerald, at the climax of 
which the prosecuting officer refus- 
ed point blank to cite to tho court, 
authorities upon which he was con- 
ducting an argument. Jerome was re- 
quested by the presiding Judgo to 
submit to him whatever authorities 
he had upon the subject, 

"I have such high respect for the 
courts of this Jurisdiction," retorted 
Jerome, "that I will not submit au- 
thorities on a question or law which 
Is so elemental In character and up- 
on which authorities are so abund- 
ant that I must presume tho learned 
court knows of them." 

With flushed face and a sharp rap 
or his gavel, Fitzgerald said ir the 
dlstrlrt attorney did not submit bl» 
authorities, the court would assumo 
he did not know or any. Jerome did 
not submit the authorities and Fitz- 
gerald ruled in ravor of the defense 
on the point at Issue, which, briefly 
stated, was a question as to wether 
the state on cross examination should 
be allowed to go further with the ex- 
pert witness than tho counsel for tho 
defence was allowed to go upon di- 
rect examination. 

Judir Italcs for Defense. 
During the course of his argument 
the district attorney placed himself 
on record by saying that the legal 
assumption before the court today is 
tbat Harry K. Thaw is Insane. He 
declared the alienists for the deronso 
shown Thaw to have been insano as 
late as September 22. last, and In 
absence or proor to the contrary, the 
assumption Is tbat he remains In- 
ne. ] 
Fitzgerald declared the present ju- 
ry only has to do with the question 
or Thaw's sanity or insanity on tho 
night he shot and killed White. 

Wagner was allowed to give his 
conversations with Thaw during the 
period he believed the derendant to 
be of unsound mind. He said Thaw 
remembered having approached and 
having shot Whlte.He protested how- 
ever he had not intended at any time 
to kill the men but wanted to have 
him legally punished.

Either a man makes a garden with

A very notnb:e effectiveness and the 
more intangible quality of lovable- 
ness rarely ge hand In hand; but for 
a garden within one's gates an inti- 
mate and endearing charm is better 
than the most brilliant effect from 
the street; on, the same principle 
that, if a man must spend his life 
with one woman, lovableness is bet- 
ter.

OIVE HIM A CHANCE. 

Indications point to the fact that 
when the new superintendent of city j Morris, seems, to have conducted quite 
schools assumes his office next fall he,a masterly retreat, 
will And nothing but executive duties 
of routine nature to perform. With- 
out considering his wishes or waiting 
far him to study local conditions and 
devise such a system to suit the 
needs of the city, as his 20 years' ex- 
perience in the work should enable 
him, the school board is considering! par 
a schemo to lessen the houra of 
work, a change In the High school 
principalshlp and the distribution of 
grades, while they are giving heed 
to popular clamour on the subject. 
One of the faults of this school board 
has been a too attentive ear to sounds 
politicnl. Warning of its character 
was given, win u the candidates an- 
nounced themselves as running on a 
platform pledging them to give Jobs 
to Puducah people. 

We know nothing of the capabili- 
ties of Professor Carnagey, but we 
protest, he is entitled to absolute 
freedom in the conduct ot the 
schools, so far as lies In the province 
of a superintendent. We do not set 
ourselves up as competent to Judge, 
better than a superintendent of 20 
years" experience, whether longer or 
shorter hours are needed; neither do 
we think that popular clamour will 
suffice In the matter. All questions of 
administration and discipline should 
be left to the superintendent, who 
necessarily would have to conAde In 
the school board to secure lta aanc- 
tion.

Straw votes recently taken among 
the Republican members of the leg- 
islatures of Nebraska and South Da- 
kota, to test their preference for the 
next presidential nomination of their 
ihow an almost unanimous 
sentiment for Roosevelt, If he will 
accept. From Kansas and other 
states It la reported that a delega 
tlon In favor of Roosevelt will be 
sent to the convention, whether he 
likes it or not and there is talk to 
the some effect In other western 
states. 

If, however, Mr. Roosevelt will 
not accept another nomination — and 
he has let It be known with com- 
plete posltlveness that he thlnkB the 
best service he can render the coun- 
try for the four years following 
March 4, 1909. Is not to be presi- 
dent — toward whom of the other Re 
publican leaders Is sentiment tend- 
ing? To test this question additional 
straw votes.excluding Roosevelt, were 
taken In both the Nebraska and the 
South Dakota legislatures. The re- 
sult showed that Taft had as much 
support as all the others combined. 
In Nebraska Taft had 38 votes. His 
nearest competitors were Root, Bev- 
erldge and Fairbanks in that order, 
with 8 7 and 6 votes respectively. 
Cannon, La Follette, Cummins, Dol- 
liver and Hughes had together 12 
votes. In South Dakota Taft had 46 
votes, with La Follette 17. Hughes 
10, and Root, Shaw. Fairbanks, Dol- 
liver and Moody together 24. For 
both legislatures <he total was Taft, 
84; all others 84. 

These votes are among the Indica- 
tions that the progressive element of 
the party, with Roosevelt out of the 
running.

It haa staid the hand of 
the government, no matter how ex- 
cellent the motives by which it was 
actuated.

Springfield. 111., March « — When 
the Republican steering committee 
met today prior to the regular ses- 
sion of the house Judge Undly.ehalr 
man of the committee, laid before it 
the opinion of Attorney General 
Stead a» to the constitutionality of 
the 2 -cent maximum passenger rate 
Ml! of the comm t ee on railroads. 

Upon that opinion will depend 
greatly not only the time for house 
action on the bill but also the form 
In which the bill will be advanced to 
third reading and passed. 

Attorney General Htead's opinion 
was to the effect that the bill aa 
drawn is constitutional; that thera Is 
no question of the right of a legis- 
lative body to enact laws fixing a 
maximum rate for passenger traffic 
on the roads In the state. The opin- 
ion will also, it Is asserted, hoM that 
the question of what constitutes a 
reasonable rate Is a matter for the 
courts to deride— In other worJs.lhat 
such legislation Is subject to court 
review. 

Opponents of the bill In its present 
form, which provides for a flat 2- 
cent rate on all railroads within the 
t state, contend that an adverse derl- 
i slon ln any particular case would In- 
j validate the bill. This opinion Is di- 
llrectly opposed to that of Mr. Chlper- 
Jfleld. of the steering committee, who 
ha.s been looking up decisions In slm-

Mr. HKtott, the street Inspector, 
said the work in his doiMurtmonil Iras 
bwen so heavy 'that tie has been doing 
Sunday work, and' said that as sov 
eral comphvlnts about the conditio!' 
of the streets reached him on Sunday 
he thought It advisable to keep the 
office ojien part of the day on Sun- 
day. The beard did nut agree to the 
Sunday work and Inquired- why th« 
police deiwtment Dover saw any 
dangerous places In the street. The 
board considers It part of Hto police 
duties to keep tho streets open. Yet 
with ::o- on the force, no effort to do 
to ever comes to the notice of the 
board, the strict inspector having to 
attend to al: euoh com|i4<alnts. • In- 
formation that J, M. Worten le mov- 
ing houses in Worten's addition has 
reached the board and the street In- 
spector was Instructed to keep t'he 
streets open to traffic. 

The board Is Indignant because the 
members thilnk under the present at- 
titude of the council, the bt>«rd of 
public works is simply flunky of 
the council to carry out Its orders. 
The ordlnamcc that provides for the 
rc-construetion. of Broadway and 
Jefferson street from Nint'h street to 
Eleventh street mentions the boaTd 
of public works In but one Insignifi- 
cant iwtrt, where It saddles on that 
department the iwfuiwtory duty of 
calling for bids for the work and 
then turning them over to the coun- 
cil with any suggestions it might 
make,

need but little street repairing from 
the board of public works unili after 
the sewer work is finished. To go 
ahead and repair bad places now nn<l 
have the streets torn up In a few 
weeks. Is a prodigality the board 
shudders at, in view of the funds. Ou 
this point the board of public works 
ti-ad another two toe, and the clerk 
was Instructed to address a commuu- 
lea-tion to the general council asking 
It to define the amount of the yew's 
api>ortlonment It may certainly ex- 
pect to use in street repairs nnd 
clea.nli»g. The board Is alarmed lest 
street cleaning wl'l have to be dls- 
conHniied.

Startling Conditions Are Found A- 

mong Colored People o! Paducah 



In his speech, before colored par- 
ent* In this olty, O. Singleton, ageut 
for the colored department of the 
Kentucky Children's Home society, 
gave the following aUtistlcs, gather- 
ed by him during hit Investigation of 
conditions In Paducah: 

"A oareful study of the condition 
of the colored people In Paducah show 
that out of the 1.8V0 colored ramlliee 
there ate 730 in which there are no 
cMldreu; 480 famrlle- own their OfWl 
homos, and 144 faiu!!:e« are in a des- 
titute condition. About half of the 
destitute famlllee live north of Trim- 
ble street; 62 of these families, rep- 
resenlin* 111) chMdiren. are improper, 
the children being illegitimate. Thir- 
teen of these destitute families, rep- 
resenting 2" children are deserted by 
t he fathers and husbands. Twenty- 
two families, representing 3" chil- 
dren, have been left In a d-sstltute 
condition by the death of the fathers 
and tiuBbands. Six families repre- 
senting 13 children, have been' de- 
prived by death of l>oth mothers and 
fathers, and th« children have been 
left In the care of thone that are not 
competent to raise them. The le 
muinlng 42 destitute families result 
from drunkenness, sickness, Iniprle 
onment of rather*, improvidence, and 
a few caj-us from the death of the 
mothers and dasertlon by mothers. 

The above distribution has irefer 
ence only to oase.< where there are 
children under 14 years of age. There 
are many more families of this kind 
in it) respects except that the chll 
dren in the many families not in- 
cluded in the above figures ate able 
now to help themselves a little In a 
material way, but there remains to 
them but Wt'.e or ivo hom? for Intol- 
IsM'tu al and niorail Improvemont. lu 
U;v e HI families there are 314 
children that wlkl grow up In idleness 
improvidence. Igriorance and Immor- 
ality. 

About half of tho colored children 
are enrolled In Uie public schools and 
about one-third have their names on 
the roll of the Sunday svhooK but 
only about one-fifth actually attend 
the Sunday snhooks. 

These facts ought to show to the 
colored iKKfple that it Is time for them 



to do something else than sing and 
I pray and preach and bury the dead. 
If there be anything In their Chris- 
tianity, if they have the 'religion of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. If they have 
l»ro|>er intelligence. If they hare an) 
courage — any manhood and woman- 
hood among them, they would so or- 
ganize and so tabor together as to 
put a stop to the Illegal practices 
that result In so much destitution 
among them. The law Is In the favor 
of the gcod and it stands ready to as- 
sist them when they are prepared to 
bring forth satisfactory evidences. 
Praying and singing and preaching 
were never known to break up bawdy 
houees; It take* Indictment and a 
faithful enforcement of the law. 

The better class of colored people 
can never rear their families, nor can 
women retain their husbands as long 
as nearly every colored community 
Is Infested with immoral characters 
and Immoral houses. Many a decent 
colored romlry is surrounded by dens 
of vice and they don't have the cour- 
age to defend themselve* with the 
»■ which is ever ready to shield 
them. The better class of colored 
people should come together and or- 
ganize to protect themselves against 
such characters There are good 
white people that are willing to lend 
them every necessary moral aselst- 
arce. The council >*hoiild be peti- 
tioned to make It unlawful for a sin- 
gle wHiman to occupy a hou^e except 
wHh a family and mske r unlawful 
for an unmarried woman to keep 
roomers and' birders under her roof 
unless she can furnish satisfactory 
evidences of good moral character. 

If the respectable colored people 
do not show themselves wBlin* to 
•uffer a little and to cause a little 
trouble to better the moral condition 
of Hie tnassee, they wIM show them- 
selves before the world to be un- 
worthy and incompetent. If they 
eeok to do good only where no one is 
offended they v.lll never find It. Ev- 
ery good thing aoconuVIIshed has 
caused somebody to suffer, amd the 
colored iieoplc wHl have to pay the 
same irrlce for their own Improve 
mcnt that all other races have to 
pay for their improvement.

llou to Keep in a Fire. 

B fire Is needed to be kept in 
for a long time, the following method 
is recommended: 

On the top of a glowing fire place 
some newspapers, damped and folded 
Into tight balls: on the top of this 
place a layer of damped coal dust, 
and then again a layer of newspaper 
balls, finishing with a layer of coal 
dust. 

When tin- fire is required, it will 
only be necessary to give a gentle 
stir and place a few small pieces at 
the top. and in a short space of time 
there will be a good fire, say* Wom- 
an's Life. All cinders should be care- 
fully sifted through a small-meshed 
riddle. They can then be placed at 
tho back of the fire, or next to the 
wood for lighting, when a clear fire 
can soon be obtained. 



St. Petersburg, March 6. — The 
day, although In Itself devoid of Inci- 
dent, was made the occasion of great 
revolutionary demonstration by the 
St. Petersburg proletariat and stu- 
dents of the city, which resulted in 
several encounters between the po- 
lice and populace and more or less 
Injury to a number of tho latter. 

The situation was such that au 
thorities finally were forced to fill the 
streets with military patrols, as In 
the ominous days of the Trepoff re- 
gime. 

After adjournment of tho house 
the tumultuous crowd by this time 
estimated close to 40.(100, with red 
banners flying and accompanied by 
music of revolutionary chants start- 
ed toward the central quarter of the, 
city where the palace of the emperor 
is located. 

Few elements of the prelude of 
"Red Sunday" were lacking, and the 
command "Are" would have precipi- 
tated a similar massacre. But the 
present prefect of St. Petersburg, 
General Dracheffskl. followed anoth- 
er course and dispersed the proces- 
sion by charges of mounted gendar- 
mes, nrmed with whips and by an 
imposing display of force he pre- 
vented the demonstrators from re- 
forming. *

Meanwhile authorities had hastily 
concentrated a strong force of gen- 
darmes, which charged the head of 
the procession when It reached Ll- 
tolny prospect, one of the main bus- 
iness avenues of the city. The gen- 
darmes piled their whips vigorously 
and In one charge used the flats of 
their swords. The crowd twice at- 
tempted to reassemble but In each 
Instance It was dispersed. 

Gendarmes by this time had been 
reinforced by detachments of cheva- 
lier guards, who galloped hither and 
thither clearing the roadway amid 
curses of derision from the sidewalks. 
Finally a large force of Cossacks, 
armed with lances, arrived in sight.
